CRUISER AT ALICANTE 
TO PICK UP REFUGEES 


The Quincy Arrives to 


Await Train From Madrid 
That Is Expected With 
160 Americans. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Claude 
G Bowers, Ambassador to Spain, 
has notified the State Department 
of his decision to transfer his head- 
quarters from Fuenterrabia to the 
Coast Guard cutter Cayuga. 

The Ambassador, who has been 
unable to communicate with Ma- 
drid for several days,,said he would 
thus be in a position to move along 
the Spanish coast attending to the 
job of assisting United States na- 
tionals. 

The VU. 8S. 8S. Quincy steamed to- 
day into the harbor at Alicante, 
Spain to pick up Americans fleeing 
from Madrid after rescuing two 
citizens of this country at Montreil. 

Two Missourians Removed. 

At Montreil, the cruiser took 
aboard Paul Raymond and his wife 
of Carthage, Mo., and one unidenti- 
fied Argentine national, proceeding 
thence at once to Alicante. There 
the officers expected to avacuate 

, 160 Americans reported fleeing 
Madrid by special train. 

Eric Wendelin, Third Secretary 
at the Madrid Embassy, advised the 
Department today he planned to 
take out the regugees Thursday 
morning. He said the Americans 
would be sent to Alicante or Valen- 
cia on Spain's eastern coast, pre- 
sumably by train. Wendelin did not 
say how many intended to make 
the journey to the coast. His mes- 
sage read: “Plans made to evacuate 
foreigners to Alicante or Valencia 
Thursday morning. Madrid is quiet.” 

Before going to Montreil, the 
Quincy stopped at Malaga and con- 
tacted the American Consul, George 
M. Graves of Bennington, Vt., and 
several American residents there. 
It reported that none of the latter 
wished to be evacuated in spite of 

~ general unrest in the city. 

Virtually isolated at his summer 
villa at Fuenterrabia, near San Se- 
bastian, Ambassador Bowers fine!- 
ly got to St. Jean de Luz, across 
the French border, yesterday, and 
notified the Government here of his 
plans for a floating embassy. 

Placing his belongings aboard the 
cutter today, he said he would pro- 
ceed on the vessel along the north- 
ern Spanish coast as far as Vigo. 

Better Communication. 

The State Department announce- 
ment said: 

“The Ambassador will thus be 
able to keep in touch and advise 
with our consular establishments at 
the various points in affording pro- 
tection to American citizens. 

“He will have dependable com- 
munication with the department by 

radio, and it is hoped that through 
the (American battleship) Oklaho- 
ma, radio communication can _ be 
established to the embassy at Ma- 
drid, 

“At the same time the Cayuga 
will be available to go to any point 
on the north coast of Spain where 
and when needed.” 

A tense situation at Vigo, on the 
northwestern coast of Spain, led 
American Consul William W. Cor- 
coran to send 23 Americans and 
Cubans away from there on a Brit- 
ish cruiser. 

Anxiety in the city was mount- 
ing, he reported, because “the mili- 
tary and right elements are appar- 
ently becoming less hopeful and 
increasingly nervous.” 

Mob rule and anarchy would re- 
sult if the military authority should 
lose command of the situation, he 
reported. 

Ambassador Bowers is expected 
to make a report on Vigo soon after 
the Cayuga touches there. The 
Cayuga's officers, eager to have as 
much room as possible for refugees, 
had made arrangements to trans- 
fer 56 Coast Guard cadets to the 
American battleships Arkansas and 
Wyoming somewhere at sea.

MILITARY RULE AIM 
OF SPANISH REBELS 


Gen. Mola, Northern Com- 
mander, Says Army Will 
Equal Any in Europe.

BURGOS, Spain, July 28 — 
Spanish rebel leaders contemplate 
a “strong military dictatorship,” 
Gen. Emilio Mola, Northern com- 
mander, said tocay. 

“We will create a huge army 
equivalent to any in Europe,” he de- 
clared.

AMBASSADOR WRITES SPAIN 
IS MAKING NORMAL CHANGE 


Claude G. Bowers Asserts Revolu- 
tion Comes a Century After 
It Should.

SEATTLE, Wash., July 28.—Mrs. 
Alice C. Wolverton, cousin of Am- 
bassador Claude G. Bowers, said to- 
day he wrote her early in June that 
“You are all wrong about the dan- 
gerous conditions in Spain.”

COURT PREVENTS HEARING

Judge Wham Grants Weil-Kalter 
Co. Preliminary Writ Against 
Board. 


The National Labor Relations 
Board today was prevented from 
hearing a complaint of unfair la- 


bor practices against the Weil-Kal- 
ter Manufacturing Co., 1408 Locust 
street, by a preliminary injunction 
granted by Federal Judge Fred L. 
Wham of East St. Louis. 

Judge Wham held that the firm, 
which operates garment factories 
in Missouri, Illinois and California, 
was not engaged directly in inter- 
state commerce at its Millstadt 
(Ill.) factory, where the complaint 
originated, and, therefore, that the 
case was not within the scope of 
the Wagner Labor Act. 

Attorneys for the Labor Board 
filed an appeal to Judge Wham’s 
ruling, and the case will be taken 
to the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals at Chicago. The Govern- 
ment lawyers argued that the re- 
spondent was within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Wagner Act, and denied 
the contention that the hearing 
would cause great damage to the 
Weil-Kalter Co. Company lawyers 
assetted that their client would be 
damaged through revelation of trade 
secrets, and, further, that the call- 
ing of witnesses from among em- 
ployes would result in the shutdown 
of the Millstadt factory.

McKittrick Says Names In- 
validated Will Keep It 
Off Ballot—12th District 
Disclosures. 


Evidence adduced by Attorney: 
General Roy McKittrick, at resump- 


tion of deposition hearings today in 
his suit to keep the insurance code 
initiative proposal off the ballot in 
the November election, attacked 
validity of more than half of the 
signatures to petitions from the 
Twelfth Congressional Ditsrict. 

McKittrick told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that it would require in- 
validation of only 850 signatures on 
petitions from this district to elimi- 
nate the district from consideration 
in determining whether the proposi- 
tion should go on the ballot. The 
petitions, as filed with the Secre- 
tary of State, bore 7550 signatures. 

At the hearing this morning men 
whose names were affixed as peti- 
tion circulators denied that they 
had had anything to do with the 
petitions carrying 1550 names, while 
it was shown that another purport- 
ed circulator of petitions with 2450 
names was in California during the 
time of circulation. This made a 
total of 4000 names under attack on 
the documents. 

For admission to the ballot an 
initiative petition must bear valid 
signatures of at least 5 per cent of 
the voters in at least nine of the 
13 congressional districts. The vol- 
ume of voters is determined from 
the vote for Supreme Judge in the 
last preceding election. .Backers of 
the insurance code proposal filed 
petitions from 10 districts, omitting 
the Eleventh, St. Louis, and the 
Fourth and Fifth, Jackson County. 
If petitions from two districts can 
be invalidated, the proposal will 
stay off the ballot. McKittrick be- 
lieves he has obtained heretofore 
evidence to knock out petitions 
from the Thirteenth (St. Louis) 
District.

The Twelfth District covers St. 
Louis County, the South Side and 
part of the West End. McKittrick 
thought the hearing on this district, 
held at the Mayfair Hotel, would 
be finished today or tomorrow.

of the railroad owned by the banks 
when the road went into bankrupt- 
cy in 1933, it was held in a decision 
handed down by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals today. 

The ruling sustained an opinion 
of the Federal District Court at Des 
Moines, Ia., in the suit of the trus- 
tees against the Iowa-Des Moines 
National Bank & Trust Co., which 
had applied $39,000 in cash against 
$50,000 in bonds it held, and _ re- 
versed the opinion of tne District 
Court at Minneapolis, which had 
sustained the right of the North- 
western National Bank & Trust Co. 
of Minneapolis to apply $37,000 in 
cash deposits against $100,000 in 
bonds the bank had purchased. 

The higher court held, in the lat- 
ter case, that the $37,000 in bonds 
against which the bank applied the 
cash, had a market value of only 
about $10,000 at tne time, and that 
the money deposited by the railroad 
represented current assets and had 
no relation to the bonds. The banks 
had simply made an _ investment 
which did not turn out well and no 
right to overtake the railroad’s cash 
to compensate for the bad invest- 
ment, the court held.

M’KITTRICK SAYS BOARD HAS

Attorney-General Gives His Opinion 
on Power of Election Com- 
missioners. 

Attorney-General Roy McKittrick, 
in St. Louis today, was asked by 
the Post-Dispatch for his opinion 
as to the legal power of the Board 
of Election Commissioners to make 
a complete recheck of the registra- 
tion lists. It was his opinion that 
the board has that power. 

He said: “There is no specific 
provision in the statutes authorizing 
the board to make another recheck 
or revision of the registration lists 
after the formal revision required 
following the supplementary regis- 
tration.

Agricultural S tat istician 
Says Corn Crop Is 
Dwindling With Yield 26 
to 28 Pct. of Normal. 


With the potential yield of the 
corn crop dwindling and the condi- 
tion of pastures growing worse, the 
drouth in Missouri has been pro- 
gressively increasing in seriousness, 
E. A. Logan, senior statistician of 
the United States Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics at Columbia, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter by 
telephone to day. 

He said the situation was not yet 
as bad as in the record drouth of 
1934, but was approaching the 
same stage and would not be great- 
ly different by the end of the week, 
if there was no relief. The present 
drouth, he added, began about the 
middle of May, about two weeks 
after the last general rainfall of 
seful proportions Missouri has had.

Disputes Contention He

WASHINGTON, July 28.—A wit- 
ness at the Securities Commis- 
sion’s investigation of investment 
trusts and companies told the com- 
mission today it was “violating the 
Constitution of the United States in 
proceeding with this hearing.” 
The witness—Wallace Groves, 
New York and Baltimore financier 
—was called to elaborate on testi- 
mony yesterday regarding a series 
of million-dollar deals in the stocks 
of two investment companies of 
which he was a director. 


David Schenker, commission 
counsel, contended Groves marked 
up a $300,000 profit through the 
transactions but the witness con- 
tended his profit was not that 
large. 

Statement Challenging Board. 

As he took the _ stand today, 
Groves filed a prepared statement 
saying he had consulted with coun- 
sel regarding a suit instituted in 
Federal District Court here yester- 
day seeking to prevent the com- 
mission from compelling attend- 
@nce of certain witnesses or ob- 
taining certain records. 


“IT am advised by such counsel,” 
Groves said, “that in their opinion 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission is without power or au- 
thority . .. to hold this public 
hearing in relation to investment 
companies or investment trusts.” 
Groves added, however, that “rre- 
spective of my legal rights, guaran- 
teed to me by the Constitution,” he 
was desirous of being “constructive 
and helpful” and therefore would 
proceed with his testimony. 

An unsuccessful effort to halt the 
commission’s inquiry at its outset 
was made in the Federal District 
Court here yesterday by F._ T. 
Fisher of New York, a stockholder 
in the Equity Corporation of New 
York. Judge Oscar Luhring refused 
to issue a temporary restraining or- 
der which he requested but ordered 
the commission to show cause at 
a hearing Aug. 5 why an injunction 
against the hearing should not be 
issued. 

Testimony on Stock Deals. 

As Groves began testifying, 
Schenker again turned his atten- 
tion to the stock transactions in 
connection with which the commis- 
sion attorney contended Groves ob- 
tained a $300,000 profit. The profit 
was made, Schenker said, through 
the sale of 642,000 common shares 
of Interstate Equity Corporation of 
New York to Chain and General 
Equities, Inc., of Boston, for $1,- 
345,000. Groves was a director of 
both companies and controlled 
Chain & General Equity. 

“The truth of the matter,” Schen- 
ker said, “is that Chain & General 
Equity paid $1,325,000 for stock that 
was not only valueless but was 
worth minus 11 cents a share.”

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JENKINS, WITH

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, July 28. 
—Ab Jenkins, bronzed Utah king 
of American speedways, uncrated a 
new kind of racing cer, a virtual 
ground plane, yesterday and prom- 
ised an assault within a week upon 
all motor car speed endurance rec- 
ords from one to 24 hours. 

“Using an airplane motor for the 
first time, I intend ts hang up rec- 
ords that Capt. George Eyston, 
John Cobb and the other English 
drivers won't be able to crack for 
a long while,” he declared. 

Eyston broke all tne records from 
500 kilometers to the 48-hour run 
in a grind over the famous: Bonne- 


here, two weeks ago.

Whereas other racers use relief 
drivers in distance runs, Jenkins 
plans to drive the entire 24 hours 
himself, as he has done four times 
before.

James R. Howard Report Says 
New Deal Policy Has Affect- 
ed Diet and Pocketbook. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, July 28. — The 
Republican National Committee 
said today a study by James R. 
Howard, former president of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, 
showed “New Deal tinkering with 
the nation’s food supply” had suf- 
fered both the diet and the pocket- 


book of the citizen. 
The committee made public here 


a statement by Howard of Clem- 
ons, Ia., whom it characterized as 
a “farmer and authority on agri- 
cultural matters.” 

It quoted Howard as saying “the 
upward climb” in living costs “be- 
gan considerably before the drouth 
condition began to make itself felt.” 

“Several factors,” Howard said, 
“have contributed to the existing 
situation. The drouth serves mere- 
ly to render more acute the effects 
of administration agricultural poli- 
cies. The systematic effort to de- 
stroy surpluses which the nation 
had on hand of wheat and corn has 
been so successful that the present 
crops represent about all that the 
country can rely upon. The cush- 
fon which normally prevents a sin- 
gle crop shortage from boosting 
prices sky high has been removed. 
The result is a skyrocketing of 
wheat and corn prices. 

“It is also feared that the con- 
sumer has just begun to be hit. 
Pork, especially, promises to re- 
main a luxury for another year or 
two.” 

Prices of dairy products and 
canned goods are “soaring,” the 
statement by Howard said. 

“At this rate,” it added, “long be- 
fore election day American living 
costs will be just about what they 
were in 1929, and at least 25 per 
cent higher than they were when 
President Roosevelt assumed pow-

— The 
nation’s railroads took new steps 
yesterday toward making perma- 
nent the emergency freight rate 
surcharges, originally authorized in 
April, 1935, for a one-year period. 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission recently refused the car- 
riers’ request to make the _ sur- 
charges permanent, but extended 
the emergency rates for six months 
on most classes of freight. 
In the latest petition filed with 
the commission the railroads asked 
that technical procedure be simpli- 
fied, so they might file and pub- 
lish new tariffs translating the 
emergency surcharges into perma- 
nent rates. They did not ask the 
commission to approve permanent 
tariffs “at this time,” but merely 
to permit the publication, subject 
to investigation and suspension.

WPA HOURS ARE SHORTENED 


Change Made After Consideration 
of Strike in Illinois. 

CHICAGO, July 28.—Approval of 
a 35-cent hourly wage rate for com- 
mon labor on WPA projects in 
Chrfstian County, where about 850 
of 1050 project workers have been 
on strike for a week in a demand 
for higher pay and fewer hours, is 
announced by Maj. A. R. Lord, As- 
sistant State WPA Administrator. 

Lard said State WPA officials 
agreed on the change after a con- 
sideration of evidence from the lo- 
cal governments sponsoring the 
projects, private employers, unions 
and the Illinois Workers’ Alliance.

“Thanks to Mussolini.” 

Rome’s assurances to those coun- 
tries, Eden added, were coupled 
with the statement that Italy 
“looked forward confidently to a 
new period of mutual co-operation 
between all nations.” 

A Communist member of Parlia- 
ment, William Gallacher, interject- 
ed after Eden’s statements, “Now 
a vote of thanks to Mussolini!” 

Eden hailed the success of the 
recent tri-Power Locarno confer- 
ence as a great step toward work- 
ing out a new Locarno agreement 
for European security.

states. 

“The serious thing worrying us,” 
Tugwell said, “is emergency relief 
during the winter, next spring and 
probably longer for destitute farm- 
ers in the Dakotas, Montana and 
Wyoming.” 

He estimated the farm population 
in distressed sections of the four 
states at 150,000 families. That was

TREND OF THE WAR IN SPAIN. 

After 10 days of warfare, the Spanish Government 
in no longer on the defensive, but has taken the of- 
fensive against the large-scale military and Fascist 
revolt that is raging over most of the country. The 
Government, backed by loyal] troops and armed work- 
ers, has resisted rebel attacks in many sectors, and 
is pushing the war into the enemy’s country. The 
casualties on both sides have been severe, and shock- 
ing acts of violence have been recorded. Spain is pay- 
ing a high price in lives and property in the latest 
chapter of its prolonged struggle to attain a stable 
form of government. 
Despite the apparent turn in the tide to favor the 
loyalist forces, it remains perilous to predict the even- 
tual outcome. However, the New Republic, in an ex- 
planatory article reprinted on this page, says: “It 
looks as if the movement were destined for early 
failure.” Frank Manuel, a writer for the Nation, who 
has just returned from Spain, reaches the same con- 
clusion and says: “The rebels seem doomed to de- 
feat.” The Government holds the largest industrial 
and commercial centers, he points out, and has im- 
portant military forces. The rebels have only a part 
of the army and a part of the peasants. 
The result of the war is being watched with in- 
terest and concern in other countries. Should the 
Fascists triumph, the followers of Hitler and Musso- 
lini will have made an important gain, and perhaps 
have gained a military ally. Democracy, for which 
the present Spanish Government stands, has suffered 
many defeats of late, and a successful resistance in 
Spain would be heartening to its followers over the; 
world. There is the possibility, too, that a sequel of 
the Fascist revolt will be to drive Spain’s Government 
farther to the Left. 
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A FREE BALL? 
Mr. Roosevelt once likened his job to that of a quar- 
terback on a football team, who calls each play to fit 
the exigencies of the moment. Is it to be a kick, a 
pass, a line plunge? It all depends. In the words of 
his Baltimore speech, “Do something; and when you 
have done that something, if it works, do it some 
more; and if it does not work, do something else.” 
But what if Quarterback Roosevelt, as Gov. Landon 
puts it, is “fumbling with recovery’? Does that make 
it a free ball? 
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ON PROFESSORS IN PUBLIC SERVICE. 
Last July 5, the Post-Dispatch printed an editorial, 
“Keep the Universities Free,” which discussed a re- 
port by a group of nine Harvard alumni, headed by 
Walter Lippmann, on activity in Government posts 
by university professors. A reading of the full text 
shows that our editorial was based on fragmentary 
news reports and that further word is in order. The 
statement of Mr. Lippmann and his associates on this 
matter appeared at the end of the report of a commit- 
tee to visit the Harvard department of economics and 
was made to the Overseers of Harvard College. It 
pertains, therefore, only to Harvard. We are glad to 
quote their precise words: 


It is not our opinion that the university can 
or should impose any limitation upon outside 
activity as such. We are of the opinion that the 
same principle which governs the selection of new 
members of the faculty applies here as well. In 
other words, the question is whether the outside 
activity is incidental to the man’s teaching and 
research or vice versa. ... If he regards his po- 
sition on the faculty as a base for a public ca- 
reer, we believe he should be invited to devote 
all his time to the public service, If, on the other 
hand, and in the concrete instances we have ob- 
served, this is predominantly the case, he treats 
his public activity as clinical experience and an 
opportunity for study, we see no reason for any 
criticism. 


A reading of the full report shows that our editorial 
independently came to the same conclusion as did 
the Harvard committee, namely, that the adjustment 
of the careers of professors also engaged in public 
service must be worked out as an administrative prob- 
lem by university authorities and the professors 
themselves.

Civil war in Spain is viewed as continuation of revolution which began in 1931, 
when monarchy was overthrown; Republican forces: have been disunited, and 
moderate Government has faced opposition on both flanks; present movement

HE Spanish revolution, begun in 1931, 
T wren Alfonso was driven from the 
throne, is still far from complete. It 
follows the usual pattern of revolutionary 
periods. At the beginning, moderates con- 
trol. But extremes at the Left and Right 
are not satisfied with what the moderates 
do. Each in turn tries to seize the Govern- 
ment, partly because of fear that the other 
will do so. In this see-saw contest for pow- 
er, the influence of the moderates is eroded. 
The revolutionary period continues, with spo 
radic forays, shifts of power and rebellions, 
until either the Left or the Right gains a de- 
cisive victory and deprives its chief opponent 
of all possibility of successful resistance. 
When Spain became a parliamentary re- 
public, the parties of the Left were not in 
control, and moderates held the balance of 
power. Socialists were influential, Com- 
munists were a tiny minority, and Syndical- 
ists, embodying a large part of the labor 
movement, did not believe in political action 
at all and were not represented. The church, 
however, was disestablished, labor laws were 
passed and agrarian reform was promised. 
Then reaction, as is usual in such cases, 
began to raise its head. The church, the 
landlords, the capitalists and the remnants of 
the nobility declined to co-operate, and, aid- 
ed by disunion of the Left, achieved political 
control of the Republic. Gil Robles, clerical 
reactionary, became a virtual dictator. The 
army was divided, and could not be relied 
upon by the progressive forces. Reforms 
were either nullified or postponed. 
* ” « 


Then came an uprising of the Left, in Oc- 
tober, 1934. Again labor and the peasants 
were disunited and badly led. In Asturias, a 
mining district, the workers acted as a unit 
and forcefully, and for a time actually held 
power. But elsewhere, the revolt petered out 
in an aimless general strike; the workers 
were unarmed and loyal troops garrisoned 
the strategic points against small bands of 
active revolutionaries. Left leaders were ir- 
resolute and failed to act decisively. 

With the collapse of the insurrection else- 
where, the Government suppressed the min- 
ers of the Asturias by several months of 
ruthless fighting and cruelty. Moroccan 
troops were used, in addition to Spanish sol- 
diers. The aftermath was increased discon- 
tent and a growing resentment against the 
Government for its treatment of large num- 
bers of political prisoners. The Left gained 
in popular favor, but it had no immediate 
means of resistance. 

The next turn of events was the national 
election, permitted by the powers in control 
on the basis of the mistaken belief that they 
could follow the example of Hitler and win 
support at the polls for a Fascist dictator- 
ship. Experience had proved that a dictator- 
ship without wide public support was un- 
stable. Such a dictatorship under Alfonso 
had led to the fall of the monarchy. 

Now. however, the Left forces were able to 
unite in a popular front for election pur- 
poses. Syndicalist leaders permitted their 
followers to vote with the Socialists, and 
both co-operated with moderate Republicans,

Spain once more became a liberal democ- 
racy. The Socialists, Syndicalists and other 
Marxian forces were not in a majority, how- 
ever, and supported the Government with- 
out taking part in it. 

The moderate Government then continued 
its original indecisive drift, The reaction- 
aries and the church were out of influence, 
but no real program of economic and social 
reconstruction was undertaken. Discontent 
began to spread again. Sporadic violence on 
the part of more extreme elements of the 
Left (or, as was sometimes charged, by pro- 
vocators from the Right) increased the un- 
easiness. Church institutions were burned 
or looted, there were strikes, murders and 
assassinations. At length the Right, believ- 
ing the time was propitious, took open offen- 
sive. Not being able to insinuate itself into 
control by political methods, it fomented a 
rebellion. 
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This rebellion was based almost exclusive- 
ly on the army. It was easy for reactionary 
officers in Spanish Morocco to take control 
there; the native troops would unhesitating- 
ly do their bidding, especially when it was a 
question of fighting the nation that had for- 
merly conquered their country. Moroccan 
troops were landed in Spain. Garrisons 
under Rightist influence seized radio stations 
and other strategic centers in Seville, Cadiz 
and elsewhere. By loudly proclaiming suc- 
cess, they hoped to dishearten their adver- 
saries and accumulate adherents. 

The full story is not told as we write. But 
apparently the movement has been definitely 
suppressed in Madrid and most other impor- 
tant regions, a large part of the army re- 
mains under allegiance to the Government, 
the Marxist forces themselves are armed and 
disciplined, and arms have been distributed 
to workers and peasants. The navy is said 
to be loyal, and can probably prevent the 
transport of more Moroccans. It looks as if 
the movement were destined to early failure, 
since a coup so lacking in popular support 
could succeed only by swift seizure of com- 
plete power and stern repression. 

If the revolt does fail, will the next move 
be an upsurge to power by the more extreme 
Left, supported by armed and aroused work- 
ers and peasants? Will the moderates be 
forced to make way for a genuine revolu- 
tionary dictatorship, which will purge the 
country of possible enemies and embark 
upon drastic economic and social measures? 
Such things have occurred in history before.

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SAYS “DICTATORSHIP” 
BARRED ADDRESS 


Frank Farrington Denied Right 


to Speak at West Frankfort 
by Sheriff.

BENTON, Ill, July 28—Frank 
Farrington of Streator, Ill, former 
president of District 12, United 
Mine Workers of America, yesterday 
took occasion to voice resentment 
against dictatorship following re 
fusal of Sheriff Byford Vaughn and 
several deputies of Franklin Coun- 
ty to permit a mass meeting of 
miners at West Frankfort yester- 
day at which Farrington was to 


have been the principal speaker. 

Farrington said if breaking up 
the meeting does not arouse the 
mine workers of the county to the 
necessity of having powerful union 
nothing will do so and their cause 
is lost. 

“When the political parties in 
power use the power of their posi- 
tions to deprive the people of their 
constitutional rights of peaceful as- 
sembly and free speech, we have 
reached a state of dictatorship and 
it is high time that party was re- 
moved from power,” Farrington as- 
serted. “In the old days when the 
Illinois Mine Workers had a real 
union no law enforcement office 
would have dared to interfere with 
a meeting such as was to have been 
held at West Frankfort. Neither 
Gov. Horner nor President Roose- 
velt may claim innocence in the sit- 
uation because appeals were made 
to both to protect the people of 
Franklin County in the exercise of 
their constitutional rights and 
neither of them moved to do so. 

“During recent months,” said 
Farrington, “I have received more 
than 1200 letters from miners in 
many parts of Illinois appealing to 
me to do what I could to salvage 
their union and put it on an effi- 
cacious basis. I finally made up my 
mind to canvass the situation per- 
sonally and endeavor to learn 
whether there was anything which 
I might be able to do to get the 
Illinois mine workers together and 
to save them from the disastrous 
situation into which their organ- 
ization has been forced. Illinois 
Mine Workers were good to me for 
many years. I feel under obliga- 
tion to them and if there is any- 
thing I can do to solidify their 
ranks and to help them build up an 
efficacious and militant organiza- 
tion I expect to do so.” 

“T am acting purely on my own 
initiative and responsibility, am on 
no one’s payroll and under no ob- 
ligation to anyone except the Mli- 
noils mine workers. The miners’ 
meeting to have been held at West 
Frankfort yesterday was only in- 
cidental to my canvass of the git- 
uation, I did not ask for the meet- 
ing to be called but was invited to 
address it but the county author- 
ities prevented my doing so which 
leads me to think it was rather 
a high-handed procedure. 

“It seems to me that Illinois is 
now entitled to rank with Harlan 
County, Kentucky, and the non-un- 
ion coal fields of West Virginia and 
it is high time the people of Iili- 
nois were rising in opposition to 
this outrageous procedure and in 
defense of their constitutional 
rights.”

IGE PATROL PUZZLED 
BY ABSENCE OF BERGS 


Reports Greatest Dearth Since 
Organization of Service 
23 Years Ago. 


By the Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, July 28. — The 
North Atlantic Ice Patrol of the 
United Coast Guard, which for 23 
years has been warning ships when 
icebergs invade the main ocean 
routes between Europe and Amer- 
ica, reports not a single “berg” 
reached those lanes during the 1936 
season, March 15 to July 15. 

The phenomenon of the greatest 
dearth of bergs since the patrol 


|} Was organized puzzled coast guard 
|officers. The guard’s meteorologic- 
al experts reported a “weak Labra- 
dor current, smaller in volume than 
usual, and slow moving,” may have 
been the cause. 

Since 1913 an average of 420 bergs 
a year crossed the forty-eighth par- 
allel. During the 1936 season only 
65 were even fairly near the danger 


line. 

Danger Nearly Eliminated. 
Through a highly-developed scien- 
tific program, which enabled lin- 
ers to avoid icebergs, the guard’s 
ice patrol virtually has eliminated 
the danger to north Atlantic ship- 
ping. No ship nor lives have been 
lost through collision with an At- 
lantic “berg” in more than 20 years. 


eliminating the iceberg menace from 
the North Atlantic steamer lanes, 
most frequently traveled sea routes 
on earth, in 1913. The assignment 
followed the sinking of the Titanic 
on April 14, 1912, two hours after 
scraping the submerged spur of an 
iceberg off the grand banks of New- 
foundland. vitteen hundred lives 
were lost. 

The patrol was established and 
has since been maintained through- 
out each ice season by executive 
order. From now on, however, it 
will operate under full legal sanc- 
tion. The Seventy-fourth Congress 
enacted a law making it mandatory 
on the guard to provide its ice pa- 
trol service. 

Congress went further and made 
it mandatory on sea captains to fol- 
low North Atlantic routes outside 
the regions “known to be endan- 
gered by ice,” or in conformance 
with instructions from the ice pa- 
trol. 

Years of Experimenting. 

The policy of “keeping out of the 
way of icebergs” was adopted after 
years of experimenting with meth- 
ods designed-to disintegrate bergs 
by gunfire or explosives. 

- “We found that only eternal vigi- 
lance, combined with attainments 
in navigation, oceanography and 
radio communication can be count- 
ed upon to produce results,” Rear 
Admiral R. R. Waesche explained. 

The guard, in developing iceberg 
trailing to a fine art, started keep- 
ing a check on bergs from the time 
they “broke off” from Arctic ice 
caps until they “just naturally mel- 
ted away in the warmer waters 
hundreds of miles to the South,” 
Waesche said. 

Continual scientific observations 
are necessary, along with checks 
on the rate of a berg’s drift and 
North Atlantic currents. 


During the 1935 season, the 
guard’s oceanograph vessel, the 
Gen. Greene, a 125-footer, spent 


the entire ice season on a survey 
that took it on a 3009-mile round 
trip from St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
to Ivigtut, Greenland, solely to get 
up-to-date data on the paths fol- 
lowed by bergs as they drift tow- 
ard the “danger line.” This, Waes- 
che said, is the forty-eighth paral- 
lel, which crosses the North Atlan- 
tic, about 30 miles north of St. 
John’s. ; 
The patrol, consisting of two cut- 
ters and the Gen. Greene, covers a 
region about the size of Pennsyl- 
vania. During the ice season, tHe 
region usually is blanketed by fog.

HEAVY REPAYMENTS 
KEEP DEFICIT DOWN 


Five Government Agencies 
Receive $242,518,923 More 
Than Paid Out Since July 1. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Re- 
ports by five lending agencies that 
repayments had exceeded new loans 
since July 1 were stated at the 
Treasury today to have kept the 
deficit at a figure far below that on 
the corresponding date last year. 

In computing the figures for the 

deficit and for “recovery and relief” 
for publication in the Treasury’s 
daily statement, officials said that 
the excess of repayments had been 
deducted from amounts spent by 
other branches of the Government 
to produce net totals. 
The RFC, the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration, the AAA (seed and 
feed loans), and the export-import 
banks, the figures showed, have re- 
ceived $242,518,923 more in repay- 
ments since July 1 than they have 
expended in new loans. | 

Other emergency agencies have 
spent $268,949,512, but the daily 
statement, presenting a net figure, 
deducted the excess of repayments 
and total expenditures for “recov- 
ery and relief” at $26,430,598. On the 
same date a year ago the figure 
was $307,329,154. 

The net expenditures figure is 
the only one considered in the cal- 
culation of the deficit. The $26,- 
430,598 is added to $288,982,692 of 
“general expenditures” to produce 
a grand total of $315,413,290 spent 
for all purposes, 

From that amount, total receipts, 
$232,211,268, are then subtracted, 
placing the deficit at $83,202,122. 
For the same period a year ago, 
when no agency reported an excess 
of repayments, the deficit was 
$422,761,031. 

Of the agencies reporting an ex- 


cess of repayments, the RFC’s con- 


tribution was greatest, $157,883,300. 
The others were the Commodity 
Credit Corporatin, $77,951,039; the 
AAA, $4,518,697; the Farm Credit 
Administration, $2,053,329, and the 
export-import banks, $112,558. 


C. ARTHUR ANDERSON

County Prosecuting Attorney Com- 
pares Crooked Registration With 
Disloyalty to America. 

Prosecuting Attorney C. Arthur 
Anderson of St. Louis County said 
in a speech last night before the 
Twelfth Ward Democratic Club, 
7906 Michigan avenue, that if his 
office receives any evidence of 
fraud in registration or voting in 
St. Louis County he will take action 
against it at once. Anderson is a 
candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Representative in Con- 
gress from the Twelfth District. 

' Referring to the disclosures of 
fraud in registrations in St. Louis, 
Anderson said: 

“If a citizen of the United States 
were to take up arms against this 
country he would be guilty of trea- 
son. What difference is there be- 
tween a traitor under arms and a 
traitor in the polling place? In 
what manner can American institu- 
tions be torn asunder sooner than 
by a fraudulent vote?” 

He called on the candidates op- 
posing him to make their views 
known concerning the disclosures 
of fraudulent registration in St.

OTHING delights human na- 
N ture more than a scandal. It 
is particularly enjoyable if it 
be a good juicy one which involves 
people of wealth and influence. If 
it were not for this trait in human 
nature gossip would almost cease. 
This is precisely why it is almost 
universally believed that wealth and 
luxury cause people to degenerate, 
at least that they are coming down 
to. our level. We secretly hope they 
will land a little below us—that the 
first shall come last and we who 
are the last shall soon come first. 
We like to think of rich people as 
being no better than we are—in- 
deed just a little worse. We relish 
any evidence that their cocky man- 
ners, luxurious living and~ general 
|finery is causing them to degen- 
erate or will do so eventually if not 
now. 

This is ‘why for centuries the 
sentiment back of Goldsmith's fa- 
mous line, “Where wealth accu- 
mulates and men decay,” has been 
accepted without question. All lit- 
erature and much of art—particu- 
larly the literature and art of homi- 
letics and reform—are tinged with 
this belief. There is something of 
this belief involved in the _§state- 
ment that all men are created equal 
—that one man is just as good as 
another or, as the Irishman said, 
“equally better.” As we shall see 
it is this desire to be “equally bet- 
ter’ that underlies the belief in 
the ensrvating effects of luxury. 
In fact it colors the whole demo- 
cratic theory of civilization. 

So it comes about, owing to this 
funny human nature of ours, that 
we indulge in gossip and scandal, 
especially any evidence indicating 
people above us in wealth and pow- 
er are headed for the bow-wows 
chiefly to acquire a feeling of su- 
periority—to make ourselves and 
others feel that we are just as big 
bugs as they are. It is simply the 
age old passion for importance. I 
heard one of the world’s’ great 
philosophers, Prof. John Dewey, say 
recently that the deepest urge in 
human nature is the desire to be 
important. In fact, I think civili- 
zation itself is the outcome chiefly 
of four great drives in human psy- 
chology, namely, hunger, the sex 
instinct, curiosity and the degire to 
be important. People will often go 
hungry and deny the sex and fam- 
ily instincts in order to “keep up 
with Lizzie’ —in other words to 
preserve their feeling of impor- 
tance. 

Some of the results of this urge 
for importance have been good and 
some bad. In fact badness is sim- 
ply the consequence of some good 
human trait that has been put to a 
bad use. When used in the right 
direction the desire for importance 
leads to nearly all worth-while hu- 
man achievements. The passion to 
cutdo others, the sense of rivalry 
these are the main elements in 
the drive for success. We all be- 
lieve we are trying to “get ahead” 
in this world; but as Prof. Edward 
iL. Thorndike has insisted, we are 
not trying to get ahead in any gen- 
eral way, we are trying to get 
ahead of somebody. We are simply 
trying to ‘beat someone else to it, 
that is, prove that we are more im- 
portant than the other fellow. This 
drives us on to risk our lives, climb 
mountains, explore unknown lands, 
do dare-devil stunts in automobiles 
and airplanes, invent bigger and 
better machines, make bigger and 
better discoveries in science, run

ident, buy diamonds and gew- 
gaws for our wives, buy automo- 
biles we cannot afford and make 
great persons as well as great fools 
out of ourselves generally. — 

It is only when we turn this pas- 
sion in a wrong direction that it 
has evil results. It leads us to get 
up. all kinds of wish-fancies, de- 
fence mechanisms, fictions and il- 
lusions to bolster up our feeling of 
importance. It leads us to hate 
superiority, simply because we are 
afraid ‘we do not possess it. It re- 
quires education and self-discipline 
to appreciate superiority. One of 
the truest signs of real culture is 
a genuine admiration for superior 
| people. An even truer sign of 
‘culture is the ability to find su- 
| periorities in people who are social- 
‘ly or economically beneath us. This 
| is the final test of genuine aristoc- 
‘racy. Nearly all the democracy 
the world has ever had has been 
given to it by this kind of aristo- 
crats. But unless we have achieved 
this real aristocracy of mind and 
heart, if we can just get something 
“on” people who are above us in 
wealth or station or influence or 
skill or intelligence it fills us with 
satisfaction. It makes us feel su- 
perior. We feel we have “taken 
them down a notch.” It gives us 
‘what Herbert Spencer, the British 
philosopher, called “a surplus of 
agreeable feeling.” Some people 
build up a huge surplus in this di- 
rection—they spend most of their 


lives doing it. 
| yourself go by for even a few mo- 
ments you will see this describes 
your own psychology. You will see 
that James Harvey Robinson, that 
shrewd philosopher was describing 
you and me when he said in his 
“Mind in the Making,” “The little 
word my is the most important one 
in all human affairs, and properly 
/to reckon with it is the beginning 
‘of wisdom. It has the same force 
‘whether it is my dinner, my dog 
and my house, or my faith and my 
God. We not only resent the im- 
‘putation that our watch is wrong, 
or our car shabby, but that our

conception of the canals of Mars, of 
the pronunciation of ‘Epictetus,’ of 
the medicinal value of salicine, or 
the date of Sargon I, are subject 
to revision.” 


Now, since this is the psycholog- 
ical basis for the belief that wealth 
and luxury cause families to decay. 
let us ask if there is any physica) 
and actual basis for the beliet 
Like all popular beliefs, we find 
when subjected to scientific exam- 
ination it has not a leg to stand on. 
Science knows of no way by which 
the quality of a race of plants, ani- 
mals or human beings can be per- 
manently lowered other than by be- 
ing mated with inferior individuals 
This causes instant deterioration. 
But the tendency of rich people is 
just the opposite. They try to se- 
cure education and marry into 
other families of wealth and edu- 
cation. At least they do not tend 
to breed especially from their runts 
and culls nor do they seek defec- 
tives, nincompoops and-° fools as 
mates for their daughters and sons 

True, we hear a great deal about 
rich men’s sons going to the devil. 
Of course they can purchase cham- 
pagne and publicity and go to the 
devil more conspicuously than poor 
men’s sons. They frequently do so 
on the front page of the newspa- 
pers, but that they make fools of 
themselves at any higher rate than 
poor men’s sons, there is not the 
slightest evidence. In fact what 
evidence we have indicates they 
become respectable and successful 
men somewhat more often than do 
the sons of poor men. And a four- 
year research, recently published 
from Harvard University, indicates 
that their success is due chiefly to 
their inborn ability rather than to 
the “advantage” of having had a 
good start because of their wealth 
and social position. 

If wealth and luxury cause a 
family to decay we would have to 
assume that acquired . characters 
are transmitted, yet 40 years of ex- 
perimental biology indicates that 
in the sense we are considering 
here this is not the case. From this 
standpoint neither the good nor 
bad deeds of the fathers are visited 
upon the ehildren. If so, modern 
biology is all wrong. 

In order, however, to be more 
specific, let us get down to actual 
cases. The best examples we have 
are the Royal Families of various 
nations. The only reason for this 
is that we know more about them 
than about the families of com- 


“Almost 


moners. For instance, the Inca 
family of South America were the 
chief factors in building up the 
wonderful Peruvian civilization 
which was conquered by Pizarro, 
the Spaniard, in 1523. For 300 
years the Incas ruled this great 
empire.and lived amid fabulous 
wealth and luxury. Yet evidently 
this did not cause the blood to de- 


.teriorate as their greatest ruler, 


Huyana Capac, ascended the throne 
only a short time before the ar- 
rival of the Spaniards. They inter- 
married a great deal among them- 
selves—even brother and sister 
marriages—and this kept the geni- 
us of the family within the breed. 
Brains can be preserved as a fam- 
ily possession just as wealth can 
by the simple device of not marry- 
ing into outside and lower strains 
of blood. The same was true of 
the Ptolemies of Egypt, who pre- 
served their great abilities by in- 
termarriage for over 300 years. 

Let us next take the history of 
Spain. The drama of Spain is the 
drama of the blood of her ruling 
families. For 21 generations, from 
Sancho II, a great ruler in the 
tenth century, to Charles V in 1558 
—probably. the greatest all ‘round 
genius of his age—every ruler but 
five had all the virtues we think of 
as belonging to a king. All the 
great rulers as well as the weak 
ones are easily accounted for by a 
study, not of their wealth, but of 
their marriages. The weak rulers 
came from weak marriages and the 
strong rulers from marriages into 
able blood.

No, he got his 
genius from the great rulers Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella and his insanity 
from Joanna the Mad, who got her 
insanity from an obscure Spanish 
Princess farther back. The mar-

We could cite volumes of other 
evidence. In this country the Ed- 
wards family has possessed wealth 
and social position for over two 
centuries and continued to produce 
persons of distinction. Prof. Ells- 
worth Huntington of Yale in a no- 
table research has shown this has 
been even more true of other great 
American families that have pos- 
sesssed wealth and social position 
for generations. The great network 
of the First Families of Virginia 
which culminated in the superlative 
genius of Robert E. Lee and which 
produced generals, writers, scien- 
tists and statesmen by the dozens 
was nearly all composed of families 
of wealth. Their wealth, instead of 
causing deterioration, was largely 
used to build schools and univer- 
sities and institutions of public wel- 
fare. Many branches of the Adams 
family have had abundant wealth 
for at least two- centuries. Yet 
they have produced more persons 
of supreme distinction than any 
other in American history—two of 
their members having been presi- 
dents of the United States. 


One final example; for 500 years | 
the “effete nobility” of France with | 
their so-called “degenerate scions” | 
have constituted but one per cent | 
of the French people, yet they have | 
the | 
great French writers; and writing | 


produced one-fourth of all 
is the one field in which native 
abilitiy is absolutely essential 
whether the environment: be bad or 
good. The prime point is that what 
makes a family or nation great is 
neither wealth nor poverty but in- 
born worth.
